"Power-frequency electric and magnetic fields are products of technological 
advances to which virtually everyone on our planet is exposed. Possible 
links between exposure to extremely low frequency (ELF) electromagnetic 
fields and increased cancer risk have become an important issue for the 
scientific community, environmental groups, and the electric utility 
industry, as well as the general public. 


Starting with a nontechnical introduction to the subject and progressing 
through presentation and discussion of the latest reseach, this volume 
provides a timely and comprehensive treatment of the ongoing scientific work 
related to the question of ELF fields and cancer and should be of value to 
the interested lay reader as well as to policymakers and scientitsts working 
in the area. 


Possible mechanisims for increased cancer risk related to ELF field-induced 
phenomena at the atomic, molecular, and cellular levels, as well as animal 
and human effects, are considered from the perspectives of cell biology, 
neuroendocrinology, oncology, and physics. As a contribution to the 
understanding of ELF field effects, the book goes beyond presentation of the 
research to propose testable hypotheses and suggestions on further work that 
could reduce the uncertainty regarding possible consequences of ELF field 
exposure on cancer risk."

> Sorry for waste of bandwidth..... 

> Marc - I have been trying to send you e-mail but it bounces back every time. 
First, this is a proper use (in my opinion) of the list... getting to 

someone whose address doesn't seem to respond to direct "assault" ;%) 


If also indicates, very clearly and better than I ever could, how 
"fickle" the InterNet mail delivery can be... everything can appear 
fine business, and mail bounces, often with nothing the sender can do. 


The list frequently encounters instances where postings can not be 
delivered to a particular site because of a momentary outage or change 
that results in bounces or whatever. 


Most frequently, this also happens so that the person on the "other 
side" can send mail out, asking about why mail isn't getting back IN, 
but the return is undeliverable! Happens every day... it is 
frustrating for all hands, but hang in there... I just see lots of it. 


And finally, the most significant waste of bandwidth seems to be posts 
that include huge sections of someone else's post with only a few 
comments. This seems to be an unnecessary source of "noise" in that it 
gives everyone on the list the impression that the re-poster is not 
willing to invest the intellectual effort to edit the original message 
and expects everyone else on the list to do it for him/her. 


No one is being singled out, but in the past few days, several posts 
have been rejected by the list processor because the included text 
even included the line about the x-processor version number! Please, 
someone tell me: What possible relevance does the list processor 
version have to ANYTHING discussed on the Boatanchors list? 


First correct answer, other than NO relevance at all, gets a genuine 
boatanchor antique prize for the shack wall! 


Please, ya'll, edit the attributions to what is germane and relevant 
and try not to ask the rest of us to do it for you... this isn't about 
bandwidth so much as plain, simple courtesy.

What follows is quoted from Amateur Radio Newsline #931 16 Jun 1995 with 
apparent reference to the QST article on rig shopping by boatanchorite 
Larry Keith. You may recall that the Amateur Radio Industry Group is the 
same bunch that allegedly conspired to propose the "slow-code" 10 wpm 
license in a closed door meeting at Dayton last year, but were foiled 
primarily due to responses to articles published in both Electric Radio 
and the AM Press Exchange newsletter. 


MANUFACTURER UPSET WITH QST STORY 


Telex Corporations Steve Morris K7LXC is angry with the 
American Radio Relay League over an article in the April issue of 
QST Magazine and he has made his frustration known to other 
members of the ham radio business community. 


According to the May 15th W5YI Report ham radio newsletter, 
Morris vented his anger with the QST article at the Amateur Radio 
Industry Group meeting held in conjunction with the recent Dayton 
Hamvention. There says W5YI, the Telex representative gave a 
presentation that was extremely critical of an article that he 
says urges new hams to shop for equipment using 800 telephone 
numbers rather than patronizing local dealers. 


Morris said that he strongly objected to the League publishing 
an equipment purchasing system that he considers as being 
detrimental to the amateur radio equipment supply industry. This, 
because it plays one mail order firm against another. 


The ARRL has not commented officially or publicly on Morris 
comments and it is very unlikely that they will. This, based is 
the long standing albeit unofficial policy of never to commenting 
on matters of internal policy. 


Also, there is another question to be answered. That being if 
W5YI did the proper thing in publishing the story in the first 


place. 


Since its inception, the industry association has had a rule 
that says matters discussed at these meetings are considered as 
being top secret confidential. Like a closed board of directors 
meeting of a private corporation. 


As such, the ham radio press is there only as an unofficial 
guest. Those press people who attend have long known that they 
are supposed to leave their reporters note pads at the door or not 
bother to walk in.

Subject: Hacked Equipment 


Dear BA's, 


I would like to add my two cents worth to the thread on 'hacked' equipment. 
The world 'hacking' has a negative connotation depending upon one's 
interpretation of the word. In my vocabulary, hacking is a ‘butcher job 
inflicted on any piece of equipment by some incompentent clod who passes 
himself off as a technician. On the other hand, the phrase ‘equipment 
modification' CAN take on a different meaning. My perecpetion of a 
modification is: any alteration done to a piece of equipment in a 
professional and competant manner to correct a design flaw or to 

rectify a ‘post production' problem. I don't have any problem in owning 
equipment that has been modified in a professional manner. Here's a 
rhetorical question - should one put up with a drifting VFO in a vintage 
transmitter, do nothing, and stare at it sitting on the shelf OR correct the 
problem and use the gear with satisfaction? Sometimes, the answer doesn't 
come easily. In other cases, it's a ‘no-brainer’. 


In the past, I have been faced with the modification problem may times. Here 
are some examples: 


I own a KW2000B tube transceiver of 1967 British design. The method of 
interconnecting the CW key is absolutely 'brain-dead'. In order to connect a 
key, one has to solder the two leads to a male octal socket, then plug it in 


to the chassis. To correct this shortcoming, I removed the ‘receive antenna 
only' coax connector and installed a 1/4" phono jack. Did I ruin the set - 
not really because the mod can be undone. I received great satisfaction in 
knowing that I was able to rectify a minor design flaw. If I pass on the 
equipment to someone else, will they undo the mod? Not likely because I have 
made the equipment easier to use. I must agree with Hank van Cleef's phrase 
about 'blue collar equipment’. 


The Heathkit SB104 transceiver aboard the ship has been modified as well. 
It's a solid state unit of 1977 vintage, but I totally disagree with 
Heathkit's design philospohy of using RCA jacks for RF connectors, so I 
replaced the chassis RCA jacks with BNC types. I realize that I may have only 
improved upon a perceived problem, but it did made me feel better and 

piece of mind is worth something. 


To answer a question on a recent posting - would you modify a Japanese rice 
box? Although I have never owned a rice box, I would not hesitate to make an 
internal modification which would improve performance. I must admit that I am 
still hesitant to drill a hole through the front panel of any piece of 
equipment, modern or vintage. Any mod that can convince me to do this must be 
really worthwhile. 


In 1991, I bought a BC453 receiver complete with dynamotor. The unit is 

great provided it's mounted in a WW2 aircraft. However, in my home where it 
is very quiet, the lack of a control head and remote control cable make the 
receiver unpleasant to use due to the noise produced by the dynamotor. Rather 
than have the BC453 sitting around and collecting dust, I removed the noisy 
dynamotor and carefully modified the receiver so that it delivers its vintage 
sound in a manner pleasant to my ears. This may be heresy to the purists 
among our ranks, howvever, I am am trying to keep my feet planted in both 
camps. 


The last example is probably the thorniest of all and I am presenting this 
‘real time' example as something that I have been wrestling with for the last 
several months. Aboard ship, I have an E.H. Scott RCK receiver. It's only a 4 
channel, crystal controlled unit (range 110 to 160 Mhz) that I originally 
acquired for $40. To date, I have spent $61 on crystals into order to have 
made 3 out of the 4 channels operational. I could have installed a 
modification that would give the receiver the ability to tune +/-10 Mhz on 
either side of any crystal and permit it to receive many more frequencies 
than it was designed to do. Now comes the dilema - should I install the mod 
and turn it into a ‘blue collar' receiver or leave it in its current 

pristine state? In the future, will I be chastised by some peer for modifying 
the set or will someone pass judgement that I was a visionary? Now comes the 
burning question - should I modify it or not? I am willing to entertain any 
pro/con opinions and we have a live example to work with. 


Am I advocating to modify or not to modify vintage gear? I don't have any 


black and white answers. You be the judge.

like the Veeder-Root on the 390's) I got it running, 
and so cleaned it thouroughly and have enjoyed using 
a little more modern SS boatanchor....Question: Anyone 
have any info on aligning, etc., the RA6217A?

Frank, KOJPJ brought up the fact that the Missouri State Police used to run 
CW. 


When I went to school in Ashland (extreme northern Wisconsin) I often wond- 
ered about that beautiful open wire fed doublet strung between two very tall 
telephone poles behind the State Patrol barracks. This was in the early 1970s. 


That antenna's purpose remained a mystery for a number of years until I 
began to work for the State government. 


My job once took me to the roof and penthouse of the Hill Farms State Office 
Building in Madison. Among the building's occupants are the Office of Emergency 
Government, and the main administrative headquarters of the State Patrol. Among 


the dozens of VHF, UHF, and microwave antennas the State Patrol had set up on 
that roof was a multiband "fan" dipole antenna which I thought was for the SSB 
gear that the Emergency Government folks kept in the basement for contact with 
FEMA on HF. Idly tracing the feedline path showed that this wasn't the case. 


Tracing the RG-8, it went into the repeater and microwave relay transmitter 
room in the roof penthouse. Tracing it inside, I was surprised to find, tucked 
away in a corner, an absolutely beautiful Wilcox CW transmitter with a 250TH 
final. The rig was in a 6 or 7 foot enclosed rack, and while it was clearly 
hooked up and ready for operation, it was off at the time. 


Examination showed it to be set up for remote control, with maybe a half 
dozen crystal controlled frequencies in the 2, 5, 6, and 8 MHz bands. 


I asked one of the State Patrol microwave techs about it. "Oh, that" one 
said, "that thing hasn't been on in years. Down on the sixth floor there used 
to be a guy at a telegraph key who handled messages to the State Patrol radio 
stations in barracks all over the state. The state police microwave system 
replaced him in the early 60's, but every so often it would break down on the 
microwave hops way up north, and he'd fire this thing up to handle the traffic 
to places like Spooner, Hurley, and Ashland. Nobody's used it since he retired 
in 1966". 


Just recently I was trying to run down background information on a key in 
my collection, a beautiful, chrome plated Vibroplex deluxe "Original" bug. 


As near as I can determine, I'm the key's third owner. The XYL I bought it 
from obtained it from a non-ham that she knew from work. He was a radio oper- 
ator for the Wisconsin State Patrol who, upon retirement, had no further use 
for it. Rather than have it gather dust in a drawer somewhere, he'd passed it 
along to someone who could put it to use. 


That bug is a very special one in my collection. It's probably the one that 
handled the last CW message traffic for the State of Wisconsin while being run 
by the State's last brasspounder. 

Besides, it's one of the best handling bugs I've got, and with all that 
chrome plating and red plastic fittings it's also the gaudiest in the collect- 
ion!

I made him promise to get 
the aircraft endorsement which, according to the rules and the application 
form, was still available. 


He slid the application with the appropriate box checked off across the 
counter to the clerk, who slid it right back. "Heh-heh, looks like you 
made a mistake here. You checked off the aircraft endorsement box." After 
convincing him there was no mistake and after the Engineer in Charge had 
been called and after a certain amount of running around, a dust-covered 
tome was recovered from some almost forgotten closet, the dust was blown 
off, and the test was administered. Copying 25wpm is one thing, but how 
many of you know the Q signal for "When will you land or alight?" He 
passed and now stands ready to unleash salvos of Morse from any transport 
category aircraft that might require this service. So far, he has not been 
summoned.

Re. the question about the original version of "City of New Orleans": the 
lyrics were the same as they are now, but a couple of years after writing it 
Steve Goodman did some major, musically less conventional changes to the mel- 
ody and chord progressions. 


I still remember well his method of introducing the changes. 


On New Year's Eve, WFMT-FM ("The Fine Arts Station") used to have a special 
edition of thier folk music show, "The Midnight Special". It ran all night, and 
along with the usual recorded fare a studio was thrown open to all the local 
folkies who wanted to perform. Goodman, the Holstien Brothers, and all of the 
other amazing talent from Chicago's Lincoln Avenue folk music scene would show 
up, packing thier guitars and usually a bottle or two. 


Goodman was apparently three quarters in the bag already, but they parked 
him in front of a mike and gave him his guitar. 


Not too many folks outside of Chicago's north side knew it, but Steve was an 
unbelieveable finger picker who was a match for Leo Kottke or Doc Watson. The 
strange part was that as he got drunker, his playing speed would increase and 
his style got even MORE elaborate. He may have been too pie-eyed to walk, but 
he'd keep that ol' Gibson jumbo just smokin'! 


He led off with "City of New Orleans", and to the surprise of all (including 
his fellow folkies in the studio apparently, as gauged by the sudden burst of 
whispered comments in the background), he used the newly rewritten melody sect- 
ions. I dunno, maybe he was so loaded that he just improvised the new version 
on the spot, and when he sobered up and heard an aircheck tape it was so good 
that he just adopted it. 


Steve had a habit of mumbling to himself during instrumental breaks, and it 
got louder when he drank. After the second verse, he broke into a dazzling imp- 
rovised guitar break, going at easily twice the tempo we were used to. 


In the middle of it the open vocal mike caught a slurred background comment 
from a clearly inebriated Steve: 


"Chet Atkins, Eat your heart out!!!" 


In other BOATANCHOR music issues, there's a song that while not strictly BA 
related, should be in any possible BA songbook. 


Frankly, it should be the official anthem of AM DXers everywhere. 


In the Country/Western section of your local tunes emporium, look for a CD 
by Lionel Cartwright entitled "I Saw It On The Radio". You can't miss it; the 
cover photo is a black and white of Cartwright standing in front of the most 
magnificent collection of BA broadcast radios from the '30s, '40s, and ‘50s I 
ever saw.

Doesn't anybody think this issue of BA mods spurred on by the recent article 
in ER is getting a bit deep? 


I'm (well) over 30, operate CW -- and believe eliminating the CW requirement 
would be a mistake, have been licensed for nearly 40 years, deplore the 
current CB-like nature of many of our VHF/UHF repeaters, and certainly know 
what a tube is. 


There is some sense out there that touching a hallowed BA is akin to 
"srinding" it up. There is a place for the perfect, pristine specimen -- 
whether its on a shelf, shrink wrapped in a time capsule for all of 
posterity, set on a table surrounded by candles and daily chants to the 
hardware creators of the past, or on the operating table being used. 


There is also a place for the use of these BA's in ways that may, to some, 
destroy their "museum" quality. My first receiver as a Novice was a BC-455. 
My second receiver as a novice was that same BC-455 feeding a Q-5'er in much 
the same fashion as the controversial ER article. At some time in there 

I acquired an SX-99 --- and used that same Q-5'er on the tail end of its IF. 


None of the modifications involved "hacking". The application of command 
sets in these ways is as much a part of their history as the B-17 or 
whatever. The creativity of hams in taking a current or obsolete product 

and changing it in ways that make it more productive and more useful is a key 
part of OUR history. Nobody does it much anymore. The "VCR generation" can 
program their handhelds but many know less about what's inside them than 

they know about tubes. If there's no "green wire" there's no mod to be 

made. 


I guess I just don't see all the fuss. I thought it was an interesting 
article and found it brought back a lot of fond memories. And (oh, horror 
of horrors!) if I had in my possession a BC-455 and Q-5'er today, I'd 
probably set them up exactly the same way - complete with a headphone jack 
on that little front plate.
